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AFTER GOLD. 


J. B. Carter Hastening on His 


Way to the Klondike. 


Incidents and Delays on His Trip 


from Indiana to the Gold Fields. 


His Ship Forced to Put in at Sitka for 


Repairs and tie Doctor Writes of 


His Observations of That City. 


Sitka, Alaska, June 29.—On the 


7tb ult., as the train from Peru for 
Rochester was entering the Indiana 
town of Devner with its nose at the 
crossing of the Wabash road, 
the 


lower left rocker arm of the engine 
broke, causing a delay of an hour 
No one hurt. 
On the 29th ult.. seven miles wesl 


of and below the summit of the Cas 
cade mountains, just as an advancing 
.freight train was side-tracking for us 
one of its box cars jumped the track 
at the parting of the switch from th 
main line, so as to obstruct our pas 
sage for four and a half hours. 
IS! 


one hurt. 


On the morning of June 12th w 


left Seattle, Washington, 
on th< 


steamer Laurada, formerly used in 
the filibuster, or privateer service 
on behalf of Cuba, for Vancouver 
British Columbia, where we took on 
a number of Alaskan passengers and 
about one hundred and fifty tons of 
freight. On the night of the 14th we 
started back to Seattle for freight 
and passengers, in addition to the 
large amount and numbers we already 
had from that thriving city. We were 
just passing out of the harbor into 
the channel that leads into Puget 
Sound when our pilot ran over a lot 
of piling sticking considerably above 
the water on a sand-bar, the ship 
sticking fast until high tide the next 
day, 
when a couple of tugs pulled vis 


off. 
In view three lights for cur 


guidance close by and the general 
grossness of the occurrence, your cor- 
respondent was inclined to believe 
the report that the pilot, with several 
other of the ships otUcers, had been 
on a drunken jamboree during the 
early part of the evening before start- 
ing froji Vancouver. 


On the 17th of June we left Seattle 


and in place of starting cross the 
ocean direct for Dutch Harbcr, we 
coasted it for three or four hundred 
miles. On this journey 
we cast 


anchor over two nights because of 
fog, 
or fear of rocks, and then having 


gone north a little farther than on 
a line of Dutch Harbor entered the 
Pacific running west on 'point south 
until the next, day, when a storm 
came on in our front and continued 
so severe that on the early morning 
of the following day we turned about 
and drifted backwards as slowly as 
possible for fifteen hours. Then the 
storm lulled somewhat and we turned 
and faced it to make upmost distance, 
which we had not much more than 
done when we turned, quartering 
with the wind for this city, Sitka, 
Alaska. 
So you see we are getting 


some ocean experience. This run- 
ning forward and backward again 
would not have Jbcen necessary, per- 
haps, had not our company, The lios- 
ton"and Alaska Transportation Co., 
attempted to do too much. The ship 
lias a capacity of nearly 1)00 tons and 
220 passengers besides ship's otticers 
and crew. They have on nearly 000 
tons and about 250 passengers and 
besides are lowing two Yukon river 
boats, one being their own, loaded 
with material to build another boat-, 
and 140 tons of coal. The other one 
belongs to private parties for the 
Yukon trade. Thus three boats are 
strung out 400 to GOO feet apart and 
the two in tow act upon one another 
and both upon one ship in mounting 
the %vaves and dropping into the 
abysses injudiciously. 
Our ship is a 


steel one built in Enlgand in TSU4 
and is regarded as very substantial. 
It is confidently believed that it 
could weather storms more fearful 
than the one we have just passed and 
gone direct on its way but these boats 
in tow had become so damaged that 
although we were almost as near 
Dutch Harbor as Sitka, it was deemed 
best to sail with the storm for repairs 
at this city as the officers did not 
want to abandon these vessels in 
mid- 


ocean with their valuation of $5,000. 


I have been around over Sitka to- 


day. It is ninety-nine year sold. The 
people—about 1,000—live by fishing, 
hunting and trapping and are com- 
mencing to mine for gold to a consid- 
erable extent. 
It is claimed that the 


first gold ever discovered in Alaska 
vas discovered here,' but the prosecu- 
tion of this industry was suon discon- 
tinued for want of "capital to develop 
.he quartz mines. But now quite a 
number are 
commencing 
to 
be 


worked, with about seventy-five men 
ill told. The time was when under 
Russian control the town was more 
prosperous from industrial considera- 
tions than at any time since. 
The 


iron industry and ship building were 
carried on "in quite a lively way. 
There is a Greek church here which, 
including its inside furnishings and 
fine paintings, cost 8200,000, while 
the outside building would not cost 
now over 82,000 to 83,000. This 
church is said to wield a good influ- 
ence over the Indian and Russian 
population, not only in the town but 
in 
the 
surrounding 
settlements. 


There is a 
Presbyterian 
mission 


school, sanitarium,'etc., located here, 
of which Rev. Sheldon Jackson, D. 
D., is the head, he of reindeer notor- 
iety. In this school it is purposed to 
exercise a civilizing and Christianiz- 
ing influence over the Indians, and 
more especially the Indian children. 
Dr. Jackson is not here at the present 
time, nor is Governor Brady, who, by 
the way,' was once a Presbyterian 
missionary, coming here twenty years 
ago. 
There are from 
fifteen 
to 


twenty government officials, in addi- 
tion to numerous assistants located 
here, all receiving 
their appoint- 


ments through the present adminis- 
tration 
I have met several of them, 


very gentlemanly ,men indeed, nota- 
bly Land Receiver Roswell Shelley, of 
Oregon, Commissioner C. W. Tuttle, 
of Indiana, and Surveyor General W. 
L. Distin, of Illinois. 
Go where we 


may, 
we find people either with whom 


we are acquainted 01 who are ac- 
quainted with those with whom we 
are. This was true of Mr. Shelley, 
and especially true of Mr. Tuttle, as 
he and I only lived twenty miles 
apart in Indiana. 
It is believed we 


will be off for Dutch Harbor in a day 
or two more. There is general dis- 
satisfaction among the passengers at 
the dilly-dally methods of our trans- 
portation company. In fact the com-

Washington, July 22.—The navy de- 


partment has obtained a very striking 
conception of the tremendous power ol 
a shell bursting within the inclosure 
of a battleship, from a report which 
has just been received at the depart- 
ment from Captain Taylor of the Indi- 
ana. 
Aside from the actual bursting 


energy of the shell described by Cap- 
tain Taylor, it is perceived from his 
report that great danger was experi- 
enced from fire, owing to the fact that 
the Indiana is not, like some of the 
battleships of later construction, fitted 
with fireproof wood throughout. It is 
safe to assume that this report, taken 
in connection with the destruction of 
the Spanish vessels in large part by 
fire off Santiago, will lead the navy de-

warships. 


A Manilla letter dated July 18 says 


that unless' the Spaniards surrender 
in the meantime, Rear Admiral Dewey 
will bombard the fortifications of Man- 
illa by the end of this week, provided 
the troops are ready to take possession 
Immediately. 


The First regiment is already in the 


field at Paranaque, two miles 
from 


Manilla. 


The Spaniards are reported to have 


been buoyed up by the hope that the 
Cadiz fleet, due here on the 16th, would 
arrive soon, but the news of the de- 
struction of Admiral Cervera's squad- 
ron, brought by the Japanese cruiser 
Nanaiwa, may lead them to surrender. 


The insurgents are constantly har- 


rassing the Spaniards on both sides 
of the city, bu't they are checked by 
the big guns of the Malate and Santa 
Mlsa forts. 


The second detachment of the Amer- 


ican expeditionary force arrived in ex- 
cellent condition, though four died on 
the voyage. 


A Manilla letter dater July 17 says a 


Spanish steamer, ths Vosol, having 
on board a native crew 
from 
the 


Visayes islands, southerners, is now in 
the hands of the insurgents. 


The crew revolted, killed the Span- 


ish officers and reached Tayabao in 
the southern pert 
of 
the island of 


Luzon, but there they quarreled with 
Tagalon insurgents and returned to 
Iloilo, which is looked upon as in- 
dicating that UJR Visnyes are uniting 
to join the Talagcns. 


In any cr.sn it is considered certain 


that the Philippine islands will never 
be amalgamated and that they wilt 
never return to Spanish rule. There- 
fore the only alternative in the opin- 
ion of the best informed people here 
is foreign rule—American or British.
